.And oiir reformers, and also tlni.se Socialists wlio lay so much 
stress on the referendum, should remember tliat when they have 
secured the initiative, the referendum and the right of r^-all—they 
are not a single step nearer the realization of tlicir desires for a 
ehange. 

Thev still have to convince the great, indolent mass of voters of 
the de,sirabilily of a change. Some of these voters arc ignorant and 
can neither read nor write, others arc venal to the core, and many of 
them still have all sorts of divergent cla'S interesl.s. 

The real class-consckms proletariat is still in a minority, and liable 
to stay so for a lime to come. It can only sltow results by fighting as 
a w ell' organizetl compact mass. 

But, the iniliatrvc, the referendum and the right of recall have a 
tendency to destroy jiarlics and to l«v m tightly knit political organiza- 
tioiis.

Christ, the prince of justice, taught that the laborer is wrprthy of 
his hire and, of course, should get all the wealth that he creates. 
But the laborer, as a social factor, creates all wealth. Therefore, 
according to Christ, tlM latorer as a whole, or society which repre¬ 
sents an tii^ factions of production, should own all the- wc^h.

For ijfoo years, tlie church has been repeating tlie song of the 
angels wlien they proclaimed the birth of the Messiah and has rep- 
resenleil the Nazarene as the God of Peace, and in his name Chris¬ 
tian nations and people have gone forth to the field of carnage, with 
the sworii. aiid siiear. and batile-ax—and the earth has been stained 
with the blood of humanity. In the name of Christ battalioneil le¬ 
gions have sung the Hymn of Mars, and the disciples of the Galll- 
lean have hlaspheineil the Temple of Truth with the battle-cry of 
the War Cioil. 

This simple illiistratiun is sufficient to sIkuv that Oiristian.s arc 
not yet thorunghly acqiuinleil with the doctrines of their Master.—

The instrument by means of which oiir aristocrats wrest their 
riches out of the har.ds of the workers is "prerogative", or privilege. 

Outside of thi- robber .-•aim of privilege we come to the still 
greater r^m of co nmcrce. Here there is not much prerogative, but 
there is a mOR deadly thing—there is competition. Competition is the 
instrunwnf by whicl. in the commercial world, one man possesses him- 
seif of the fruits of other men's labor. 

In the world of conmicrce tliere are two chief classes—the em- 
plovers and the etD.'kiycd. Both these classes are engaged in compe- 
litiou. One emploicr competes against another, and one worker com¬ 
petes against anothir. rite result being that the workers always suffer.

spite of the tremendous efforts used 
to get them to desert, in one case as 
high as $400 a month being offered. 

ONLY A FEW DESERTERS. 

On the lakes only 300 men have 
deserted out of a total of 3,700. The 
few engineers that the boats have 
secured from all sorts of sources 
Itave been largely incompetent men. 

The Engineers have a total mem¬ 
bership on the coa.sts, lakes and 
rivers of the United States of 
11,000. 

The steamers on the lakes are 
made up of both bulk freight and 
(lackagc frcigiit craft. Quite a num¬ 
ber of the package tint boats are 
fair to the union and are running 
all night. The unfair boats are of 
the Soo, Erie and Northern lines, 
with a total of some twenty boats. 
Of the bulk ore and freight boats 
a large number are idle, although 
badly needed to carry ore.
